Exice,Avg, 15. The adyice of the Enethiics having raiſed the Sicgs 
of Ciclut, comes by Letters from thence of the 5th inftant;which 

tells us theſe particulars. The Enemy ſet down before the place 22d. 

of the laſt month, raiſed ſeveaal Batteries, and..were approached to 
the Counterlcarp ;: but endeavouing to lodge themſelves there, were 

beaten off in ſeveral attacks with great loſs; about the ſarne time a 

Reinforcement of 5 or 600 men got. intothe Town, which, together 

withtherepulſes they had given the Enemy, ſo encouraged theGariſon, 

that they made a great ſally the 3d of this month, and beat the Ene- 
my from ſeveral of their works ; Upon this, and the notice the Turks 

received, that the Proveditore;General Define advanced with 12000 

men to relejve the gee, they reſolved to decamp,: which they. did 

the ſame day, and repaſſed the River Narenta in much diſorder, leav- 

ing behind them givers fick and wounded men, and a good quantity of 

Proviſionsz- They had about two thouſand men killed and wounded 

during the Siege; and the. Gariſon loſt about 200. -Four new raiſed 
Companies of Ixalian Foot are come to the Lido ; and will Embark the 
next Week for Da/matia. We have yet no News of the departure of 
our Fleet from Napoli d: Romania. - Ys : | 

. Leghorn, Auguſt. 9g: The News received about twelve days ago from 
Argiers, of the Defeat of the Tuniſſenes, by the Forces of Sheba» Dey, 
15 confirmed from 7#»is (tho with ſome different circumſtances) by 

Letters of the 8th paſt, which gives the following acconnt : 

This Governor isingaged in.war with the Algerines, who being in- 
cenſed againſt Hemes Bey for baniſbing ſeveral of their friends, joyned 
with the Tripolins, and. making together an Army of about 22000 
meti, Turks and Moors, advanced to the Confines of this Government : 
Hammet Bey hereupon drew his. whole Army together, conſiſting of a« 
bout 40000 men, whereof 15000 were Spahecs, and with theſe aume- 
 rots, but raw,and undiſciplin'd Forces, he -marched againſt the Alge- 
rines. The two,Armies lay ſome days in fight of each other, the 41- 
gerizes were diſheartned by. our numbers, and unwilling to come to a 

dattel : At laſt Hemmet Bey drew them by a (tratagem to a place where 


fading themſelves encompaſſed, and hard preſſed'in their Flanks by the 
right and left wings of the Tunefleans, gave ground, and their main 
body perceiving the danger, and giving all for loſt, ran haſtily to the 
center of the Bey's Army, crying out for quarter, but not being under- 
ſtood, and keeping till their arms z the Tuniſſenes, who thought they 
came to attack them, were ſurpriſed at this unexpeRted boldneſs, and 
being ſeized with a pantick fear, threw down their arms, and fled, and 
left the- Algerines Maſters of the Field, and of all their Tents, Am- 
munition, Proviſions, and 15 Field-pieces. Thus in a few minutes they 
were both vitorious, and vanquiſhed. The Bey loſt all his Equr- 
page, and fled to 7s, where he reſolves to expeCt the Enemy, rather 
than hazard a ſecond Batte!, for which reaſon he has drawa the belt of 
his Troops into this City. The Algerines are advanced within two 
miles of us, and there halt, being unreſolved what courſe to take. 
The Bey has with him here 30000 men well armed, and beſides fve or 
ſix thouſand Spahees are continually annoying the Algerines 1n their 
march ; what the iſſue may be, a few days will diſcover. |
